Everyone has been affected 
by at least one of the issues 
raised. Water pollution is one 
problem Yommon to every 
area. With the discovery in 
June, 1986 of the toxic blob at 
the bottom of the St. Clair 
River, the provincial govern- 
ment has responded to public 
pressure by announcing a new 
industrial water pollution 
control system called the 
Municipal-Industrial Strategy 
for Abatement (MISA), which 
would require industries to use 
the Best Available Technology 
(BAT) for cleaning up waste 
water before dumping it into 
lakes or rivers. However, there

first aid responce 


There is a first aid response 
that is helpful in many situa- 
tions where there are no frac- 
tures or injuries to the neck 
and spine. St. John Ambulance 
calls it the recovery position. 

It involves turning a casual- 
ty gently onto his side so that 
he can rest in a stable, 
comfortable position, and so 
that his mouth and nose are 
allowed to drain so that he does 
not choke. 

To imagine what ‘you are 
trying to do, picture someone 
lying comfortably ormtiis side, 
with one knee up, and the arm 
on the same side bent at the 
elbow, with the hand in front of 
the face. 

To get there, you kneel 
beside a casualty who is lying 
on his back. Put both his arms 
close to his body. Cross. his far 


leg toward you over the leg 


near you. Protect his face with 
_one of your hands, -and gently

side. The best way is to a 
his clothes at the hip and pull 
him against your knees.

However, in spite of 
his voice and ed the 
raven is not a gloomy bird. 
During the fall and: winter, 
ravens congregate in groups 
much as crows do. However, 
they are not communal 
nesters. Instead they seek an 
isolated location, often near 
the top of a large conifer or on 
a cliff. face, well away from 
other ravens. But once the 
brood is fledged they often 
gather in noisy squabbling 
groups at garbage dumps or at 


¢ the side of the road near a road 


kill. 
Most people moving into the 


north for the first time glance 


casually at the large black 
birds and identify them as 
crows. But once you have 
moved out of the rolling farm- 
land of the south into the world 
of lakes, rock, mixed forest 
and muskeg, be sure to take a 
second look at that crow. A 
raven glides in effortless 
flight, riding the thermals like 
q red-tailed hawk or floating 
weightless over the lakes, 
unlike the crow which flaps 
heavily and rarely ventures 
over water. Seen from under- 
neath the raven is quite unmis- 
takable in silhouette, with 
indentations near the shoulder 
and spaces between the prim- 
ary feathers like spread 
fingers. Close up, the raven isa

The raven is such a consum- 
mate flyer that he often seems 
to play in the air. I have 
watched ravens indulging in a 
convoluted game of tag, carry- 
ing an object like a pine cone, 
whieh they will drop and then 
swoop down to retrieve. 


’ Chased by the other ravens the 


carrier will turn suddenly on 
its back or gain height with 
incredible speed, the other 
ravens in hot and clamorous 
pursuit. When one tires 
another takes up the game. 

I have been told, although I 
have never seen it, that the 
nuptial flight of a pair of 


ravens is spectacular as they = 


soar together wings almosly 
touching, the maie flyi 
slightly higher than t 
female. Sometimes the male 
will drop like a meteor, much 
like a peregrine falcon stoop- 
‘ing, or do a number of 
tumbling turns before he rights 
himself and climbs to start 
again. 

Ravens are omniverous. 
Although they perform a 
necessary cleaning function as 
scavengers, they also consume 
large numbers of berries, 
rodents and insects. Unforu- 
nately, they also have a repu- 
tation as nest robbers. Clever 
and tenacious they will often 
turn up to steal food from 
others.

Marfan syndrome affects 
some 20,000 persons in the 
U.S., including males and 
females of any race or ethnic: 
group. The syndrome is a 
variable pattern of abnormali- 
ties that may affect the heart, 
blood vessels, lungs, eyes, 
bones and ligaments. It is one 
of many inherited disorders of 
connective tissue. 

Affected individuals are 
often tall, slerider and loose- 
jointed. Arms and legs may be 
unusually long in proportion to 
the torso. The spine may have 
a spiral curve (scoliosis). And 
the breastbone may protude or 
look caved in. The face may be 
long and narrow, with a high 
roof of the mouth and crowded 
teeth. 

Heart and blood vessels are 
nearly always affected. Heart 
valves are usually oversized 
and floppy. Their action during 
heart-beats may allow. brief 
reverse blood flow and cause a 
heart murmur. The body's 
largest artery, the aorta, is 
nearly always affected to some 
extent by Marfan syndrome. 
All blood pumped from the 
heart passes forcefully into the 
aorta, which branches out to 
carry oxygen-rich -blood to the 
entire body. A defective aorta 
can split in places and allow 
blood to leak into the chest or 
abdomen. 

In some 50 per cent of 
persons with Marfan 
syndrome, the lens of an eye is 
off-center. Nearsightedness 1s 
another common symptom, 
whether the lens is in place or 
not. The retina may become 
detached. Persons with 
Marfan syndrome are more 

rone than others to sudden 
ung collapse. 

The syndrome results from a 
single abnormal = gene. 
Although it may be diagnosed 
at dny age in a person’s life. It 
doesn’t occur. unless the abnor- 
mal gene is present. The gene 
is believed to cause the disor- 
der by. producing a weaker 
form of one of the proteins that 
normally make connective 
tissue strong and resilient. 

In some families, the 
syndrome may be the result of 
different mutations in the 
same gene, or other genes. 
But, in general the cause 
seems to be a single gene. The 
gene is usually inherited from 

“one parent. Since it is a 
“dominant” gene, each child 
of a parent with this gene has a 
50/50 chance of inheriting.

growth stops. By subjecting 
these cells to radiation, viruses 
or chemicals, researchers 
cause runaway cell division 
that gives them an experimen- 
tal model for cancer. By study- 
ing this type of runaway cell 
division, the scientists are 
learning more about the 
processes of normal and 
abnormal cell reproduction. 

Mouse 3T3 cells are not the 
perfect medium. They are slow 
to grow and only three per cent 
ef their protein consists of 
microtubules, compared to 25 
per cent in cattle brain cells. In 
spite of the difficulties, howev- 
er, Keates thinks he is close to 
breakthrough on the 
microtubule-spectrin 
connection. 

“Spectrin appears to be 
linked with the contact 
between the end of the micro- 
tubules and the cell 
membrane,’ he says. He 
suspects the two are aligned at 
specific points. Spectrin, he 
says, may be attached to 
sections of the microtubules, 
or coat the inside of the cell 
membrane. 

The results will give cancer 
researchers important insights 
into methods of stopping runa- 
way cell growth and could 
eventually lead to pero? 
ment of a compound that would 
speed healing after operations.

Last week, as I was driving 
by a grassy area bordering a 
‘ravine, a handsome chestnut- 
brown bird rose noisily from 
the grass calling piercingly 
*Kill-dee, Kill-dee"’. As | 
watched, four more like the 
first flew up from the grass 
where they had been invisible 
to me. They were all killdeer 
plovers, our most widely- 


distributed and familiar 
shorebird. 
Watchful and vocal, its 


persistent call at the approach 
of an intruder often alerts 
flocks of other Shorebirds and 
sends them wheeling off in 
formation. Even without 
provocation it rarely fails to 
make its presence known by 
repeating it$ urgent call from 
which it gets both its cémmon 
and scientific names, killdeer 
and vociferus. 

A delight to the eye with its 
rich brown and white coat, 
white barred chest and fore- 
head and lemon-orange rump — 
and tail coverts, the irrepressi- 
ble killdeer inspires positive 
feelings in the spectator. 
Although one might be forgi- 
ven for suspecting that all the 
killdeer’s energies go into its 
call. it is actually a tireless 
consumer of insect pests, as 
well as worms, small amphi- 
bians and weed seeds.

high in the ether. If we wait 
and listen, we will finally 
discern two specks tumbling 
out of the sky. The pair of 
killdeer will fall rapidly, call- 
ing all the while, finally land- 
ing with a rush on a patch of 
open ground. When they first 
return in the spring, a pair of 
killdeer may spend a good part 
of their time in the air wheel- 
ing about following one 
another, calling all the time. 


When they do settle down to 
nest, early in May, they will 
not make a nest as tree-nesting 
birds do, but simply place the 
eggs in a shallow depression in 
the ground amopg pebbles or 
bits of stick. Apparently kill 
deer actually move pebbles, 
into the nesting eavity. With 
the pebbles as background, the 
dark mottled eggs- blend so 
completely that they are invisi- 
ble until one is about to step on 
them. 

There have been many 
records of killdeer nesting on 
flat gravelled rooves, but this 
spring a -killdeer decided to 
nest on a gravel driveway_in 
my area. .The househo der 
immediately blocked off all 
traffic to the driveway so that 
the nesting bird would not be 
disturbed. After a week of 
anxious watching, he tele-

ground. Keone tip a econtinu- 
ous ery, the killdeer, apparent- 
ly in great pain, will ead the 
intruder away from the nest. 
When it has coaxed the intrud- 
er far enough, it resumes its 
normal gait and speeds off. 
Listen for the killdeer this: fall 
and take time to observe it. 
Gregarious, handsome ‘and 
resourceful, it will soon 
become a favourite whose 
appearance you will welcome.

of habitats and found the great- 
est number of both resident 
and migrant species in mature 
rainforests. The latter 
included woodthrush, black- 
throated green warbler, oven- 
bird and American redstart. 
We know from first-hand 
experience that, at this north- 
ern end of the migration, birds 
are often faced, on their 
return, with familiar woods 
that have been levelled or 
swamps that have been 
drained. But only recently 
have we begun to realize the 
wholesale destruction of fore- 
sts that is facing them at the 
southern end of their journey, 
in the rainforests of Central 
and South America. No one is 
certain what effect this pres- 
sure at both ends. of the migra- 
tion will have on the bird 
eeracoia Ultimately it may 
disastrous. Once rainforests 
formed a wide and relatively 
stable belt around the equator. 
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Today the picture has 
changed. Rainforests are 
being cut for timber, for cattle 
grazing, and for agriculture. 
For instance, at least tow- 
thirds of cleared land is given 
over to cattle production. None 
of this beef will be consumed 
locally, but will go to North 
America to be used as hambur- 
gers, hot dogs and pet food. 
Since a few people in Central 
and South America control 
most of the arable land (5° of 
the population in Brazil owns 
80% of the farmland) the only 
area left to exploit agricultur- 
ally is the rainforest. But the 
nutriénts of the rainforest are 
locked up in its vegetation. The 
soil itself has limited fertility. 
Once the vegetation is destroy- 
ed. the nutrients are gone 
forever. Deforested soils in the 
tropics are productive agricul- 
turally for less than 10 years 
before erosion and nutrient 
loss turn the area into a desert. 
Regeneration of clear-cut 
areas in temperate zones is a 
slow uncertain process whose 
results only the next genera- 
tion will see. In the tropics 
regeneration of the rainforest 
is impossible. Seeds accus- 
tomed to sprouting under a 
cool leafy canopy with a plenti- 
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ful supply of moisture will not 
germinate in the open. Once 
vegetation is removed, soil 
temperature rises, evapora- 
tion “increases and rainfall 
decreases dramatically. 

The birds you see passing. 
through your yard in the next 
few days are on their way to 
these disappearing forest. A 
column later this month will 
describe other ways the whole- 
sale destruction of rainforests 
directly affects us.

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Does Diet Affect Behavior?

DIET AND BEHAVIOUR 

“You can tell when my kids 
eat sugar, they're bouncing off 
the walls!” 

“My child gets so hyper 
when he eats anything with 
food additives.” 

Human behaviour is a 
complex is so-complex 
that no one fully understands 
what it is that makes people 
behave as they do. Over the 
co many attempts have 

en made to explain and 
control behaviour, particularly 
undesirable behaviour. Amon 
others. diet has been blam 
and dietary change suggested 
as a means of controlling 
behaviour. 

While your diet certainly can 
influence the way you feel ahd 
act, its effects are rarely as 
pronounced as some people 
want to believe. Discussed 
below are the more common 
associations between diet and 
behaviour. 

SUGAR NEWS 

How often have you heard 
parents and teachers complain 
that their children get “hyper” 
around holiday time trom 
eating too much sugar? They 
may indeed be more active. 
but one can't finger sugar as 
the Sen “sige To date, there is no 
scientific evidence to show that 
sugar causes hyperactivity. In 
fact, recent studies that set out 
to see what effect sugar has on 
children revealed that children 
were less active after consum- 
ing large amounts of ‘sugar. 

it’s likely that other things 
contribute to the frenzy, such 
as the typical childhood excite- 
ment that goés hand in hand 
with celebrations, costume 
parties, birthdays and fatigue. 

Nevertheless, it does make 
good sense to restrict sugar for 
other reasons: 

- highly sugared foods can ruin 
a child’s appetite, replacing 
nutritious foods needed for 
growth. 

- sticky sugary foods, particu- 
larly when eaten between 
meals. are associated with 
dental cavities. 

FEINGOLD’S DIET FOR 
HYPERACTIVITY 

One of the most popular 
theories linking diet and beha- 
viour stems from the work of 
Dr. Ben Feingold. He claims 
that artificial colours and 
flavours, salicylates (aspirin- 
like compounds) and antioxid- 
ants such as butylated hydro- 
xyanisol (BHA) and butylated 
hydroxtolu€ne ( BHT) are asso- 

ciated with behavioural prob- 
lems such as hyperactivity and 
learning disorders in children. 
Feingold believes that remov- 
ing all foods containing these 
substances from the child's 
diet will improve the behavi- 
our of hyperactive children. 
“Yet Feingold’s theory has been 
put to the test time and time 
again and no one can confirm 
his claim. Researchers point 
out that the special attention 
Sige to the child while on the 

jet may have accounted for 
the noted improvement in 
behaviour. 

Feingold’s :diet may help a 
yery small percentage of 
heperactive children, byt it is 
der thought that this diet 
sn’t the answer for most 
children.

NEUROTRANSMITTERS 
AND DIET 

Researchers are actively 
looking at how the brain 
responds to what we eat, and in 
turn how this affects behavi- 
our. So far, they have discov- 
ered that several nutrients are 
building blocks for neurotrans- 
mitters, the substances which 
carry messages from one 
nerve cell to the next. These 
neurotransmitters in turn are 
linked with several human 
behaviours’such as sleep, 
depression, aggression and 
pain sensitivity. For example 
tryptophan is an amino acid 
found in most protein foods. It 
helps make serotonin, a neur- 
otransmitter known to help the 
body relax and sleep well. But 
it is not true that eating lots of 
protein foods will help you fall 
asleep. Other amino acids: in 
protein compete with trypto- 
pee to get into the brain. 

herefore, if lg is to 
win, foods high in qarbohy- 
drates should be eaten». 

These discoveries may make 
it tempting to want to manipu- 
late your diet or take amino 
acid supplements to influence 
the production of certain neur- 
otransmitters. But this 
research is just in its infancy 
and it’s not known whether the 
subtle changes in brain chemi- 
stry will effect behaviour in a 
noticeable way. The. side 
effects of taking extra amino 
acids are simply not known, 
therefore supplements are not 
recommended. — 

CAFFEINE ‘. 

It’s known that caffeine 
effects adults’ behaviour. Too 
much caffeine results in 
headaches, tremors, neryous- 
ness and irritability. So it is not 
surprising that caffeine also 
affects children’s behaviour. : 

Caffeine is a central nervous 
system stimulant and is found 
naturally in coffee, tea and 
cocoa. It is also found in 
cola-type beverages, chocolate
